partment id" state h 's received an inter- 
esting report trom Mr \\"illiam 1*. Smith, 
commercial audit o; t;;e United Stales at 
Hudderstield, Kuglaml. on paupeiism in 
that country. The mo-,t remarkable feat- 
ure of the report made by the poor law in- 
spector of Lancashire county, Mr. Smith 
says, is that, while the march of pauper- 
ism is held pretty well in check, the pro- 
gress1 of lunacy appears to be spreading 
with startling rapidity. 
In 1830 there 


•rere 0,800 lunatics in Lancashire county, 
while in ISSKi the number had increased fo 
9,000. 
In England and Wales in 1880 


there were 01,000 lunatics, while the re- 
port of 18WJ shows an increase of 14,000. 


Cost of Maintaining Paupers. 


The total cost to the county of Lanca- 


shire for maintaining its paupers during 
1889 was nearly 81,800,000. In England 
and Wales the cost during the name pe- 
riod was $21,000,000. During the years 
from 1880 the cost of pauperism in these 
two countries had increased $84,000,000. 
Tramps, although classified as paupers, 
are not included in the above figures. Mr. 
Smith saysithat it is characteristic of the 
English tramp, when driven to,the neces- 
sity~of choosing between r'le poor house 
and starvation, to compromise, if possi- 
ble, by simuluting lunacy and becoming 
an inmate of an asylum. In 1880 there 
were 5,347 tramp paupers in England, 
while in 18'JO the number increased to 
5,431.
